another features blues and bluish-grays.

ing them fresh, contemporary touches 
which, in effect, create an entirely new 
batch of designs. The tendency in re- 
coloring has been to use less colors in 
combination or different tonal values of 
the same color. “Chrysanthemum”, for 
example, is now being shown in a num- 
ber of subdued color combinations, es- 
pecially effective in tones of mauve and 
beige. Several of their earlier designs 
are now available on upholstery weight 
Fortisan and are correlated with related 
plain fabrics. Another departure is to 
print designs on Fortisan with colored 
grounds. Contemporary textures and up- 
holstery fabrics range from a new case- 
ment cloth to a heavy upholstery fabric 
which looks like a handweave and is 
color correlated with a_ horizontally 
striped spun rayon. On the hot side of 
the color palette is a group of antique 
satins woven on a slate-colored warp. 
New groups of plain weaves include a 
subtly textured rep with a two-color 
effect and a heavy faille rep. 


New Fabrics 
in Spicy Colors 


Herbs and spices provide color inspira- 
tion for Jack Lenor Larsen’s latest 
collection of fabrics. There are both 
hand and power loomed weaves as 
well as several hand-printed patterns 
on heavy linen, Swiss batiste or a com- 
bination of goat hair and cotton. Basic 
colors are separated into three related 
groupings: bold and vibrant tones of 
red (cayenne pepper, paprika, and 
cinnamon); cool blues and greens 
(called the Spice Fire Group and in- 
cluding tones of lavender, mint and 
periwinkle) and the yellows and saffrons 
inspired by sassafras, curry, mustard, 
ginger or mace. Each weave in the 
collection combines several colors from 
the different groups (or may be cus- 
tom-woven in your choice of colors). 
Thus mustard, clove and paprika form 
one of the color combinations of a 
weave called “Caraway”. One of the 
most exotic of the new fabrics is named 
for a French sauce for meat and fish 
called “Remoulade”. Combining several 
dozen different colors, this handweave 
has seventy related yarns, each different 
in texture. Perhaps the most striking 
of the new prints is “Spice Garden” 
which uses the most brilliant colors 
from the collection in a large, impres- 
sionistic design. Sixteen of the new 
designs have heen selected for the 
latest Good Design Show. The Larsen 
showroom is at 60 E. 58th St., New 
York.

C. Eugene Stephenson, National President, A.L.D. 


In answer to the many questions people have been asking 
about the American Institute of Decorators’ European 
Conference this year, I should like to make the following 
comments: 

The American Institute of Decorators, realizing the 
increasing influence of European design on American 
thinking today, is embarking on a group tour of Europe 
on April 22nd of this year. The importance of this step 
must not be underestimated. It is, I believe, the first 
time an organized group of interior designers will travel 
extensively through Europe together on an official basis. 
It is, in a way, a good-will tour acknowledging the im- 
portance of European culture and design in our own 
country during which we will try to establish a closer 
understanding of our mutual aims and ways of life. 

In creative thinking and planning American designers 
look to the backgrounds of traditional design given us 
by European cultures. They are also intensely aware 
of what is going on in these same countries today. The 
Conference as usual offers the opportunity for members 
to gather and discuss problems of mutual benefit and 
enjoyment, but the additional stimulus of doing so 
abroad this year, is an unusually valuable one. 

It was with this thought in mind that the American 
Institute of Decorators decided to hold its 24th Annual 
Conference aboard the T.S.S. Olympia. The group of 
about 400 participating members, their families and 
friends, members of the Trade and the Press, and win- 
ners of the A.I.D. Student Design Competition who 
we feel are representative young talent of this country 
will then visit the following European cities: Lisbon, 
Athens, Naples, Rome, Florence, Venice, Milan, Genoa, 
Nice, Paris, and London with provision for side-trips 
from each of these major points. 

Without exception, the countries to be visited have co- 


operated magnificently in extending their hospitality to 
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our group. Special arrangements are being completed 
by Richard F. Bach, Educational Adviser of the A.I.D., 
with Italian, French, and English Government Agencies 
and with various architectural and design societies for 
special group activities in Paris, London and Rome. 
Many of the cities included in the tour have extended 
invitations for official welcoming receptions on our 
arrival in their area. 

Historic houses, museums and exhibits which individuals 
traveling abroad would not have an opportunity to visit, 
are being opened especially for the A.I.D. group. Gather- 
ings with leading European designers, architects and 
manufacturers are now being planned in which the 
mutual exchange of ideas and an increased understand- 
ing of the endeavors of all involved can be accomplished. 
The trip, of course, also opens up many new sources 
to all the participating members, and gives many of 
them the opportunity for the first time of seeing the tre- 
mendous advances made design-wise throughout Europe. 
For those who know Europe well, there is the advantage 
of participating in activities made possible by the munic- 
ipal authorities who have planned special events for 
the American Institute of Decorators, as a group. So 
for the seasoned European traveler and for the “first 
time abroad” member alike, the tour promises immeas- 
urable educational possibilities. The increased under- 
standing of design problems on an international level 
makes the trip a most serious and challenging undertak- 
ing, one which strengthens the name of the American 
Institute of Decorators, both here and abroad. 

This is no “frivolous junket”, but a well-planned expedi- 
tion to cement relations with our fellow designers in 
Europe, and to promote closer working ties with them 
in an effort to give the American public a more com- 
prehensive design concept through our increased knowl- 
edge from European experiences.

THE INTERIOR SPECIALIST 





The fact that the distaff side of the interior designing profession has been 
doing important nonresidential—or ¢ontract—work is not, of course, news. 
However it is significant that three women, in the face of the severest compe- 
tition, have been awarded three of the top interior designing assignments in 
the country, all of which have been completed within the past twelve months. 

The interiors of the Manufacturers Trust Co., in New York, published in 
the October, 1954, INTERIOR DESIGN, were completed by Eleanor LeMaire: 
the interiors of the Huntington Hartford Theatre, in Los Angeles, appearing 
in the December, 1954, INTERIOR DESIGN, were executed by Helen Conway; 
and in this issue there appear the interiors of the Republic National Bank, in 
Dallas, which were designed by Mrs. Reuben Knox. 

And to every interior decorator-designer who has been apprehensive of the 
architect usurping the interior designer’s function, these completed commis- 
sions should be reassuring. On all three of them the architects made strong 
bids for the interior designing, yet both owner and management in all three 
cases deferred to the women interior specialists. 

It is the reason for this deference that is of particular interest. Those 
architects who do attempt to secure the interior work included in their build- 
ing contracts operate on the theory that the interiors of their buildings 
should be a projection of, and in harmony with, the spirit of the architectural 
concept, and that turning the interior over to an interior designer would place 





the architectural concept in jeopardy. 

The fallacy in this thinking, of course, is that architecture in order to be 
successful must be functional in its every aspect. Yet this functionalism 
inevitably results in a clinical appearance. The successful livable interior 
cannot be “engineered”, it cannot be clinical or complementary to the 
present-day architectural concept. It is the interior of a building that really 
greets the public; therefore it must have a warm comfortable personality 
suggestive of hospitality. 

Owners and management of public spaces are aware of this fact. They are 
likewise aware that it is too much to expect a good architect to be also a 
good interior designer-decorator. There are exceptions, but these are few. 

The finest results are obtainable for the client when the architect and the 
interior specialist work as a team from the inception of the planning. A 
large percentage of the architects are aware of the fact that it takes a spe- 
cialist to do a successful interior, and it is encouraging to see growing evi- 
dence that owners and management alike recognize the value of the interior 
decorator’s specialized services. 

The Huntington Hartford Theatre, the Manufacturers Trust Company, and 
The Republic National Bank of Dallas are outstanding examples attesting to 
the growing appreciation of owners and management of the contribution that 
you as an interior specialist have to offer.

Down in Texas a new building reaches thirty-five stories into the sky over Dallas. 
This structure of glass and steel, designed according to contemporary architectural 
concepts by Harrison & Abramovitz; and Gill & Harrell, is the new building of the 
thirty-five year old banking firm of The Republic National Bank of Dallas. Two years 
ago, the enormous task of furnishing and designing the interiors of the building went 
to interior designer Mrs. Reuben N. Knox. During those two years, Mrs. Knox 
selected 5,700 square yards of carpeting, 6.270 yards of drapery fabrics. and 38,235 
square feet of leather. She also designed or chose the furniture for executive offices, 
lounges, dining rooms and banking departments. These statistics. picked at random 
from a long list, indicate only a small measure of the challenge and tremendous 
responsibility with which she was faced. 

\ native Texan, Mrs. Knox had worked for ten years in New York primarily as 
design consultant on residential interiors. Her experience in contract design included 
the Home Economics Building at the University of Texas and a showroom for a 


machinery manufacturer in Lima, Peru. As often happens, however. it was her resi-

dential work which led to the most important commission of her career. Karl Hob- 
litzelle, the bank’s Chairman of the Board, asked her to design his summer home on 
Cape Cod. He was impressed by her work—so much so, in fact, that Mrs. Knox was 
invited to handle the entire job of designing the interiors of his new bank building. 

Banking may seem to be a cold and precise business. Yet even a bank has a per- 
sonality, and the success of the Republic National has been attributed to its warmth 
and friendliness. Mrs. Knox was expected to capture this feeling through the interiors 
she created. In order to achieve this, she worked closely for two years with the bank’s 
executives, came to know their preferences and their personalities which she inter- 
preted in their individual offices, and, in a more general way, throughout the building. 

Entrance to the bank is by escalator or a circular staircase from a rotunda on the 
street level. The staircase has a handrail of ebonized wood supported by clear glass 
to prevent obstruction of view since the railing continues in a graceful sweep around 
the entire stairwell which is forty-five feet in diameter. This brings one into the 
main banking area, approximately 316 feet long and 110 feet wide, which is divided 
into several departments. Outstanding architectural details here are the twenty-four 
feet high windows, which form the front wall, and the mullions between them which 
are faced with Italian marble in gray with black and gold veining. The windows are 
draped with a sheer gray mohair fabric with black slubs—to harmonize with the 
marble—and a design of giant dahlias in colors to give the effect of spun gold when 


penetrated by the sunlight. The tones of gold are carried out in the brownish gold 
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Main banking floor has dramatic 
interest in recessed lighting; skilfully 
harmonized color scheme with Elbert 
Jackson’s sheer curtains; Templeton 
chenille floor covering in brown-gold;

to harmonize with the desks but are toned down in value so that the desks are the 
dominant furnishings in the area. Desk accessories match the leather of the desk tops 
to prevent an appearance of clutter. A highly dramatic feature as viewed from this 
area is a suspended balcony with the balustrade covered in 23 carat gold leaf. 

The ease with which Mrs. Knox blends traditional and modern is especially appar- 
ent throughout the building. In the executive reception area, for instance, the ceiling 
is punctured with huge openings for recessed lighting. Between each of the openings 
Mrs. Knox used traditional chandeliers and continued a traditional theme by her 
selection of furnishings. Since there are no windows in this area, she used panels 
of handpainted Chinese wallpaper along one wall to create an open feeling. The other 
walls are glazed and stippled to resemble old parchment and to match the background 
of the scenic wallpaper. Antique porcelains, old brass and bronze accessories, and 
green plants add a desired homelike effect to the room where the bank’s biggest 
clients wait to make their pleas for loans. 

In addition to the usual banking activities, the Dallas bank is gauged to handle 
many non-banking functions. In their auditorium, for example, various civic gather- 
ings are held. The building also boasts a cafeteria for the employees, several lounges 
and an executive dining room. Although such rooms were created for specific pur- 
poses, several of them had to be designed and furnished so that they could be easily 


converted to handle other functions. 
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A Greek key motif on the curved rim 
of the mahogany desk from Saybolt & 
Cleland is carried out in deep blue 
border on white linen draperies from 
Elbert Jackson in the office of Chair- 
man of the Board; desk top and 
swivel chair in deep blue leather. 
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The main dining room (top, right) on 
the 35th floor is designed with an 
Oriental theme featuring bamboo 
chairs and green lacquered tables 
from French & English Furniture Co.; 
sheer curtains from Elbert Jackson 
have a pine tree and cloud design. 


Natural grasscloth on gold provides 
contemporary background for the 
traditional furniture in President’s 
lounge and dining room (lower, 
right); Templeton chenille carpet in 
tawny gold blends with deeper gold 
leather on open arm chairs. 


The main dining room is on the thirty-fifth and top floor of the building with large 
window areas which command a panoramic view of Dallas. The bank executives may 
bring their friends or clients here for lunch; dinners and special functions are also 
held in this room. The interiors are designed with an Oriental feeling to give the 
room more spaciousness and also to dispel completely an atmosphere of banking. 
When in full use, the room will seat one hundred. Special screens of aluminum were 
designed in an open fret motif suggested by the backs of the bamboo dining chairs 
and are used to set off areas for smaller gatherings. Walls are painted a sprout green 
color and covered with olive green sheer linen fabric which presents an unusual 
textured effect. The big expanse of windows is curtained with bamboo green wool 
and linen sheer on which a pine tree and cloud design is printed in olive green. 
The monochromatic scheme is continued with deep olive green carpeting, green 
lacquered dining tables and chairs which are upholstered with olive green leather. 
Sharp accent colors are provided by tangerine red and white fabric on a banquette, 
red lacquered coffee tables, and a sectional sofa in Chinese yellow. 

The Republic National Bank is an outstanding example of interior design which 
is sensible and down-to-earth, yet with an unusual amount of glamor and drama. Its 


interiors will obviously endure for many years to come.

The interior designer merits credit for the individual- 
ity expressed by furniture collections introduced at the 
Chicago and Grand Rapids markets. For manufacturers 
recognize the influence which interior designers have in 
setting decorative trends in homefurnishings, and many 
of the new collections reflect this influence. 

Those manufacturers who lean toward Directoire, 
Italian Provincial and Biedermeier designs—the favorite 
of leading firms—individually interpret the classic spirit 
of these designs in contemporary forms scaled and modi- 
fied to serve present needs. 

And even those firms which confine lines primarily 
to Colonial and French Provincial exhibit a tendency 
to reinterpret these styles. As a result, one Colonial bed- 
room collection is styled with a top tier of case drawers 
set back and accented by shaped side panels to give the 
effect of a desk. Other Colonial pieces adopt hues such 
as salmon, gold, green and blue to gain acceptance as 
“accent” pieces. And French Provincial derives fresh 
interest from new finishes, especially grayed finishes, 
and the adoption of thermoset plastic. The plastic not 
only appears in expected roles, such as a work surface 
beneath a slide-apart server surface, but comes out of 
hiding to adorn the surface of a vanity. 

Meanwhile, modern design turns more frequently from 
straight to rounded and sculptured lines. Where straight 
lines prevail one generally finds substantial interest in 
decorative materials, especially brass and leather. 

The great asset of the current approach to design is 
the adaptability of many collections to either modern or 
tradiitonal decors. Text continued on page 106

Radiant heat- 
ing and air conditioning eliminate dust, and plywood, grasscloth and fabric 
wall coverings eliminate finger marks that deface painted walls. Push-button 
doors, windows, heating and semi-automatic cooking further simplify the 
tasks of maintenance. Nevertheless despite this use of the most modern mate- 
rials and appliances, the house is no machine. nor does its structure intrude 
on the occupants. The family remains in the foreground, with the house as 
their background for living. The over-all effect is one of warmth, light and 
free access to the outdoors, always visible through the large sheets of glass 
in window walls and doors. 

The clients wanted an intimate relationship between their house and its 
plot, and this admirable effect has been accomplished through upper and 
lower terraces, glass walls, and glass and aluminum sliding doors—these 
latter used for the first time in the East. 

The interior designing created by Mrs. Josephine Neumann continues the 
theme of the house. Natural wood finishes are largely used in the living 
room, combined with hemp squares over a black vinyl tile floor; the ceiling 
is beige, complementing the fabrics in various textures dyed brown, red or 
yellow. 

The den, unfortunately not appearing in the photographs, is paneled with 
golden Korina, has wood slatted draperies and sand-color cotton rugs; green 
tweed covers the couch and chairs, and darker green leather is used on a 
writing table and for upholstery on a swivel chair. 

Mrs. Ferber’s bedroom affords strong contrast with two walls in white and 
gold, the others in walnut paneling. Purple is used on the bedspread, white 
and purple tweed for the armchairs. Mr. Ferber’s room, illustrated, is devel- 
oped in natural color grasscloth and limed oak for walls, a large wardrobe 
also being evident in limed oak, a dresser and chairs and custom-made 
headboard of the bed being of walnut. The soft, yet striking color scheme 
is red combined with brown. 


The kitchen and breakfast nook have received as much care and attention

The ease with which contemporary art fits into 
traditional settings was strikingly conveyed at a 
recent exhibition of paintings held at the New 
York showrooms of Cassard Romano, Inc. One of 
several such exhibitions sponsored by the firm, the 
showing featured the work of Moura Chabor and 
Victor Laks. Although both artists are of French 
origins, the work of Miss Chabor is the more in- 
digenously Gallic in subject and feeling. A sincere 
—and rather nostalgic—love of Paris is obvious 
in Miss Chabor’s stylized impressions of familiar 
French landmarks, quite unlike the usual stereo- 
typed view of Montmartre or the Seine. The tiny 
figures, the processions of horse-drawn carriages, 
the dancers in the park which she paints across her 
canvas capture the life of the Parisian—and his 
love of life. Parisian-born Victor Laks has had 
numerous one-man exhibitions in the United States 
since his arrival here in 1947. His paintings reveal 
a distinct style, somewhat reminiscent of Cezanne. 
Typical of his work are several “Still Lifes” in 
which subject and background are blended or fused 


into an overall composition.

Antiques for Today 





That antiques can be made an exciting part of every 
day living in sophisticated modern interiors as weli as 
in traditional settings is proved by an examination of 
the examples shown herewith, selected from the Winter 
Antiques Show exhibited recently at the Seventh Regi- 
ment Armory, in New York, for the benefit of East Side 
House, Stepney Camp, and Winifred Wheeler Day 
Nursery. The Show attracted an audience of diversified 
interests and tastes with its special features and the ex- 
ceptionally fine quality of the antiques exhibited. And it 
offered the opportunity to see under one roof pre- 
Revolutionary and 18th-century American antiques re- 
cently acquired from descendants of the original owners 
and shown publicly for the first time. 

Some of these antiques were considered to be the 
finest examples of their type. A fine post-Revolutionary 
mahogany chest-on-chest, for example, was exhibited 
with a portrait of the original owner, and in order to 
possess one, the buyer had to also acquire the other. 

Over 100 exhibitors—including some of America’s 
most distinguished firms who rarely display outside their 
own galleries—participated, and antiques for every taste 
were shown, including many magnificent specimens just 
arrived from England and France and on view for the 


first time in America. 
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McMillen, Inc. designed an en- 
trance hall around a pair of Re- 
gency consoles with crystal can- 
delabra from Nesle; floor is 
trompe l'oeil painted to resemble 
marble in gray, white and yellow. 
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Olivieri displayed a complete 18th- 
century Venetian setting for a sit- 
ting room, featuring a rare yellow 
lacquered secretary with Chinois 
découpage and a pair of baroque 
wood consoles with marble tops. 


Mildred Irby, AID., designed a 
continental supper room for W. B. 
Gottlieb, Inc., using a_ six-panel 
Venetian screen as the focal point, 
with Louis XVI chairs in the Ital- 
ian manner and a three-pedestal 


table from Spain. 












A feature of the show was a gallery of antique paint- 


ings which formed a revealing commentary on the styles 































and social life of past eras. Another feature was an 
interesting loan exhibit of antiques from museums, his- 
toric houses, famous collections and well-known person- 
alities, many of the items rarely shown outside their own 
quarters. Included were such valuable pieces as a mag- 
nificent pair of beautifully carved mahogany Chippendale 
chairs from Colonial Williamsburg, circa 1760, valued 
at $7,000; a Philadelphia mahogany tea table, circa 1750. 
from the Metropolitan Museum of Art; and an 18th- 
century tankard from the Museum of the City of New 
York. A rare portrait in pastels of Benjamin Franklin. 
presented to former President Herbert Hoover by the 
French family who had owned it for over a century, was 
on view; and an exquisite pair of robin’s egg blue 


cloisonné vases was lent by Gen. Douglas MacArthur 





from his own Asiatic collection.

Roosevelt Library at Hyde Park there was a small medi- 
cine chest owned by President Madison and taken as a 
souvenir from The White House during the British occu- 
pation of Washington in the War of 1812. The Theodore 
Roosevelt House, in New York, lent a Victorian tassel 
chair, and Old Sturbridge Village, Sturbridge, Mass.. 
lent a maple bed key, used originally to tighten bed 
ropes, its rounded end in the form of a man’s head 
carved by a local jack-knife whittler. The Shelburne. 
Vermont, Museum lent an early 19th-century dolphin 
weathervane found in Yarmouthport, Mass.; and a chan- 
delier and complete table setting for six, lent by Danton

Here finishes prove especially important. There are 
definitely more finishes in the gray family, either a 
dominant gray such as one associates with driftwood or 
a gray cast to give a “dull” look to brown tones. New 
to the scene are the light teak finishes which filter in 
from the acceptance of Scandinavian imports. 

Most firms offer either brass or pewter hardware, de- 
pendent on the finish, making no effort to stress one to 
the exclusion of the other. 

Cherry is the dominant wood, with walnut finding 
additional proponents and mahogany favored when it is 
treated to finishes closely aligned to grays and blonds 
and far removed from traditional mahogany tones. 

The desire of manufacturers to give collections maxi- 
mum versatility is certainly highlighted by the pieces 
which are part of the collections. One Directoire group- 
ing includes two chinas. One of these is a traditional 
Directoire design with elegant brass grille door deck. 
The other, similarly scaled and having its proportionate 
degree of elegance, is styled with a cane door deck that 
spans the table base, the base having unadorned tapered 
angled legs rather than Directoire legs. 

In other collections the flexibility of designs is de- 
pendent on the anonymity of cases, cases which cannot 
be associated with a dining or bedroom, but prove

adaptable wherever needed. These cases may house 
desks, deep shirt drawers, bars or even television. In 
some instances the consumer dictates the interior. 

The unexpected roles today’s pieces may serve is fur- 
ther highlighted by the serving carts and tables which 
| appear. One cart carries eight cork topped trays. And 
| occasional tables “come to the party” concealing pull-out 

snack tables with folding legs. 

Both cases and upholstered designs tend to advocate 
more elaborate shapes than they have of recent date. 
Thus buffets are designed with angled or concave shaped 
sides, and sometimes decks repeat the shaping of the 
base. That these pieces are aimed at growing living 
room acceptance is indicated by their display in living 
room settings. 

The ultimate success of manufacturers’ efforts to break 
away from standard “suites” is dependent to an import- 
ant degree on the variety of essential living, dining and 
bedroom pieces offered. It is noteworthy then that din- 
ing tables of all sizes appear, with special emphasis 
placed on small drop leaf, round and oval designs. 
Moreover, there are more swing headboards and canopy 
beds, more “shaving” mirrors and suspended vanities, 
giving the consumer greater freedom in assembling de-

signs—and simultaneously offering greater individuality. 

And included among the special needs of each room 
are pieces which are readily adaptable to “custom” de- 
tails. The decorator can frequently dictate wood, brass 
grille or cane doors for buffets and decks; fabrics for 
upholstered panels of dining chairs and the canopy of 
beds, and even wallpaper or fabric for a tailored bed to 
debut with high valance spanning the “headboard” 
flanked by slim storage cases. 

That the decorator will not lack opportunities for the 
expression of the customer’s individuality is further in- 
dicated by the range of decorative materials made avail- 
able at the recent markets. For metals, especially brass, 
are used with care to add to the elegance of decks. In 
some instances square rods of brass intersect to form a 
restrained geometric pattern. In another instance rec- 
tangular bands of the metal shape to arrow tips. 

The usual range of decorative materials is enhanced 
not only by a wide range of colored leather for table 
surfaces, but by the appearance of abalone and travertine 
parquetry. These two materials offer a creamy patterned 
surface sustaining constant interest by a varied reflection 
of light. 

Decorative possibilities are not confined to cases 
alone. For upholstered collections appear with a wider 
selection of decorative chairs, many of the tub type.

Some are framed in cane, others favor slim wood mold- 
ings to outline bodies, and still others rely on unusual 
forms for interest. One of the latter is a chair with high 
arm at one side, armless at the other side—a chair- 
styled for use in pairs either joined or separated. 

The style recovery of the sofa is illustrated by the 
widened range of 100 and 110 inch length sofas as well 
as shorter than usual designs—60 inches. The latter 
takes its cue from sectionals, being offered as a twin idea 
for fireplace arrangements. 

Sectionals, challenged by the increased attention de- 
voted to both chairs and sofas, and apparently unable to 
enlarge the already extensive selection of sizes, angles, 
curves, bumpers, and straight units introduced, follow 
the general story of upholstered designs by turning to 
shape for additional interest. 

Occasional tables readily adapt to the new needs of 
upholstered designs. Tables appear in slim, extra-long 
designs to complement the proportions of overscaled 
sofas and joined sectionals; in 30 inch square chairside 
tables to offer storage space and weight for larger up- 
holstered pieces. 

This concern for placement finds still another problem 
faced by upholstered designs—window views. In one 
instance a sofa is specifically designed for window use, 
having 29 inch sides and a drop-away back.

as to decorative scheme as the other rooms of the house, 
as evidenced in birch plywood walls and steel cabinets, 
with light green paint above and olive green for the 
lower part, next to green tile floors. 

Grayed knotty pine walls contrast with salmon colored 
upholstery in the recreation room on the lower floor. 
Recessed lighting and beige asphalt tile floor add to the 
lightness throughout, and the limestone exterior of the 
house is brought indoors at both fireplaces. 

Mrs. Neumann has wisely kept from “over-decorating” 
the house. Only those furnishings necessary to the com- 
fort and activities of the owners are used, and decorative 
objects, as such, are kept to a minimum.

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WINTER MARKET IN REVIEW 


The 1955 winter furniture market at the American 
Mart, according to manufacturers, was one of the best 
peace-time markets in the history of furniture manufac- 
turing. Executives indicated that their buying would be a 
little heavier than at the last winter market, due to an 
improved inventory position, and that they anticipated 
a business increase of at least 5% in the months to come. 
Optimism runs high in all fields. Manufacturers have 
prepared in advance for fast deliveries, and buyers have 
been able to plan accordingly, secure in the knowledge 
that they could quickly re-order those pieces that proved 
most popular. 

In complete contrast with the uneasy feeling which 
prevailed at the winter market last year when the coun- 
try was in the grip of a recession, this year’s market 
offered two principal qualities: confidence and optimism. 
Part of the background for this healthy outlook was 
attributed to the fact that employees are at present earn- 
ing ample amounts of money and incomes are still climb- 
ing. Forecasters predict that they will have 8 to 9 bil- 
lions more to spend this year than last, installment 
terms are easing and many who bought heavily on in- 
stallment plans in 1953 are now paid up and ready to 
buy again. With the rising incomes, the building boom 
continues, with housing expected to approach the record- 
building year of 1950. 

Contemporary styling still holds its commanding lead. 
French Provincial continues to gain, and maple and 
birch in the early American vein, which spurted in the 
past few months, now seems to have reached a stable 
position of command. The Oriental influence still grows 
and is to be seen in many fields besides the conven- 
tional rattan medium. Color is a giant factor in every- 
thing, from kitchens to living rooms, and pastels, char- 
coal tones and tans now compete with the boldest of fire- 
engine red. Style in 1955 furniture is more and more 
influenced by utility, and dual-purpose pieces are to be 
found in all price ranges. A great deal of thought has 
been given by manufacturers to the replacement market,

ing; and the housekeeping feature was also stressed in 
the tops of pieces with many of the plastics being used. 
Marbleized patterns are highly favored. Many interest- 
ing things have been done with triple dressers. And 
although bowed fronts, serpentine effects and other con- 
cave-convex treatments are still noted on case fronts, 
they are restrained, as in the use of scoring for decora- 
tive touches. Built-in features, such as partitioned com- 
partments, storage chests in headboards and footboards, 
pin trays, etc., are almost standard. 

Table manufacturers are in stride with the rest of the 
winter market, and have not only responded to color 
but offer new ideas and added dual-function features to 
many standard items. Here again contemporary design 
dominates, with the traditional—particularly 18th-cen- 
tury designs—receding. Mahogany goes well in the blond 
finishes, as does oak; but there is a considerable market. 
particularly in the metropolitan centers, for Cordovan 
finish. New end tables have a shelf which pulls out and 
becomes a portable serving tray. The oval or circular 
dining room table is back in modern design and is find- 
ing favor in kitchen furniture also. A new development 
in the expandable dining room furniture is a unit which

Only last summer the 
Museum of Modern Art erected an entire Japanese house, 
designed by Junzo Yoshimura and authentic in every 
detail even to its garden and pool, which had been first 
built in Nagoya then taken apart and shipped to New 
York. It proved to be one of the most popular exhibits 
ever sponsored by the Museum. 

The unit or module in Japanese architecture is the 
mat, the number of mats governing the size of the room 
and so the size of the whole house—a form of stand- 
ardization which allows scope for variety in arrange- 
ment.

In order to circumvent traffic jams and delays in 
transportation between warehouses, main office and post 
office, and other handling difficulties arising from the 
mounting difficulties stemming from New York’s ever- 
increasing traffic problem, seriously handicapping 
smooth, speedy processing of orders, Theodore Greeff, 
president of the decorative fabrics firm of Cheney, 
Greeff & Co., Inc., came to the conclusion that the only 
solution was to move the firm’s headquarters to a dis- 
tribution center out of town. 

Many days were spent combing a twenty-five mile 
area around New York for a location that would be not 
too far from the city and close to all transportation 
facilities. Finally, a site near Port Chester, N. Y.. and 
located about twenty miles northeast of Manhattan, was 
decided upon. It was only four minutes away from the 
post office and railway express depot, and a short dis- 
tance from the new Westchester County airport, soon 
expected to offer air freight to all parts of the U. S. 

The architectural firm of Fulmer & Bowers, Princeton, 
N. J., was retained to design a building that would house 
general and administrative offices and warehouse, as well 
as design studio, examining room, sample cutting room 
and other necessary facilities. A one-floor building was 
specified to expedite processing of orders, the layout 
governed by a carefully developed work-flow plan. Com-

fortable working conditions were also a requisite. 

That such farsightedness is paying off is obvious from 
a visit to the Port Chester headquarters. Within the 
simple, attractive 45,000 square-foot structure of tan clay 
tile and buff face brick, the spacious offices and the 
adjacent warehouse are bringing about speedier, more 
satisfactory service than was ever possible in New York. 
Direct telephone lines to the New York showroom make 
checking stock a matter of moments, and as the new 
distribution center can be dialed from anywhere within 
the metropolitan area, incoming calls are received as 
quickly as when the entire firm was on 53rd Street, 
Manhattan. From the time an order is received until the 
material is loaded into a truck bound for the metro- 
politan area, the post office or railway express office, not 
a moment is lost in unnecessary delays. 

Everything possible has been done to make working 
conditions pleasant. Offices are flooded with daylight, 
soundproofed and air-conditioned. 

Although this is the first move of its kind in the deco- 
rative field, it is undoubtedly only the vanguard of 
similar removals. Other fabric firms, harassed by the 
difficulties which beset Cheney, Greeff, will very likely 





consider following suit. In fact, we may well be on the 
threshold of a new era in the fabric industry which was 
initiated by a manufacturer who was not afraid to take 


a chance.
